The estimated weekly Eu- 
ropean requirements of wheat, accord- 
ing to Beerbobm, commencing this sea 
son, are 6,930,000 bushels. Taking the 
government crop report as a basis, J. 
C. Brown, statistician of the Kew York 
Produce Exchange, estimates the win 
ter wheat crop of this country at 269,- 
635,000 bnebels, against an actuai yield 
last year of 264,339,000 busbols, auu 
the spring wheat crop at 175,645,000 
bushels, against 168,345.247 bushels 
last year, making an estimated total 
oop of 442,170,000 bushels this year, 
against an actual yield of 437,684.346 
last year. 


There was a marked increase recent- 


ly in the engagements of wheat and 
flour for export. They were principally 
for August shipment to the continent 
and spring wheat for July and A-jgnst 
shipment to tbe United Kingdom. En- 
gagements of nevr wheat have been Iim 
ited by freight room and the supply in 
the market. Tbe offcnags of i*sw wheat 
for arrival this month are, however, be- 
coming more liberal now. — Exchange.

To those Uving 
anywhere in tbe Atlantic states 
their pr/per nests are very familiar, 
being iortned of a circular disk of a 
&ingl) tier of cells, being suspended 
at the solid back by a median pedicle 
attached to the point chosen by the 
community to build. Usually these 
rells face downward, but occasion- 
ally the plane of the nest is vertical, 
or nearly so, causing the long axes 
of tbe cells to he horizontally or 
more or less obliquely. This gray- 
ish, papery stuff used by tho paper 
making wasps is a composition of 
their own manufacture. In tho case 
of the common wasp it is made by 
the female (Vespa vulgaris), she us- 
ing the fibers of old wool for tho 
puriK>se. 
These she gnaws and 


kneads until they come to be of a

advantage of Islam. Now tho Mo- 
hammedan conquerors were a peo- 
ple neither commercial nor seafar- 
ing by instinct. It accordingly be- 
came necessary in the middle ages 
to encourage" commerce with the 
west by concessions to tho traders 
of Christendom, and it was this ne- 
cessity which produced the capitu- 
lations. 
These were called ahd- 


namali, or tamassuk — that is, let- 
ters of privilege, sworn promises, 
as from a superior to an inferior. 
They were concessions made from a 
purely selfish motive — that of sup 
plying the new empire with the 
lommercial advantages and indus- 
tries which tho warlike conquerors 
were themselves incapable of main 
taining, and there was neither tlie 
eSort nor the desire to eecare recip 
rocal privileges for Turks in foreign 
lards, A Turkish colony under 
Christian ruler did not enter the 
conqueror's inind as even a remote 
possibility. 


With the gradual decay of the Ot 


toman power and the advance of the 
Christian nations, the sublime porte 
has been compelled to confirm ant 
perpetuate thefio one sided grants bj 
formal treaties in spite of the sacret 
law. 
In these treaties it is th< 


Christian powers who refuse to en 
ter into relations of reciprocal equal 
ity with Turkey. They refvise be 
cause of the unchangeable characte: 
of Islam. No jot or tittle of the 
sacred law has been or ever can be 
abrogated. No such thing exist 
under Islam as international law o 
tho inherent rights of humanity 
Death is still the only rightful por 
tion of the unbeliever in the faith 
There is, outside of the capitulation 
or of compulsion by external power, 
no right of legation, no immunity 
of embnssadors, no right to the pro- 
tection of life and property, to trial 
by one's peers, to immunity from 
arrest without due process of law, 
to testify in court, to be represented 
by an advocate, to travel, to carry 
in business, even to live, for any oae 
not a Moslem, This is no mere the- 
jry. It is a fact which has received 
f late awful proofs in Armenia. 
The law of nations is absolutely in- 
Compatible with Mohammedan prin- 
ciples.— Professor A. D. F. Htmilin 
n Forum.

Myers 
was arraigned and tbe clerk was 
ordered to read tbe Indictment, but 
Oopeland ft Rogers, the prisoner*, at 
torneye, said that they bad read tbe 
Indictment and would waive its 
reading. Myers is tbe young man 
who, about five weeks ago, stole a 
bicycle, the property of Harry Anders, 
which was left standing in front ol 
tne T. M. U. A. building. He plead 
guilty to the charge, and the judge 
was more lenient in sentencing him 
that be generally Is with bicycle 
thieves. Judge Richie said that, as 
far as he bad been able to ascertain 
this was Myers' first offense of such 
a serious nature. The prisoner, bow- 
ever, had shown a 
tendency to 


pilfer little things, which practice 
bad led him to greater 
deeds 
The prisoner bad not been born i 
thief aud at that profession he wouU 
be an utter failure. If be continued 
the practice be would spend the 
greater part of his life behind prison 
ban. The court did not desire t< 
make the sentence heavy but wlsbe< 
to give him a sentence that wouU 
serve as a reformation to him. He 
wished to deal leniently in hopes 
that Ue might reform and be a better 
man.
